OKLAHOMA CITY.— Revision of 
Oklahoma election laws will be one ] 
of the first tasks to which the re-1 
publican majority in the next house i 
of representatives will give its a t- 1 
ten Hon, according to talk among j 
party leaders here yesterday. 
To take the state election board 
I out of control of the state senate, 
; to make election officials elective in­ 
stead of appointive and to alter 
the registration provisions to ex­ 
clude country precincts from their 
application are said to be the out­ 
standing changes to be proposed. 
In spite of the fact that demo­ 
crats will 
control the senate all 
the next legislature and will be 
able to bloclt action by the house 


of representatives, republicans said 
they were confident they would be 
able to carry out their program of 
election law revision. 
Compromise With Senate Expected 
Conciliation by opposing parties 
arid a spirit of compromise will be 
necessary in order for either to 
cany out any of its proposals, it 
was pointed out. 
If the democratic 
senate should 
resitate to modify 
the election laws, the republican 
house could refuse to pass the bud­ 
get bill carrying appropriations for 
maintenance of all 
state depart­ 
ments 
and 
institutions. 
Although 
periodic deadlocks between the two 
chambers of the legislature may be 
expected during the coming session, 
it was said, public necessity may 
force concessions from each party. 
To 
make 
election 
officials 
di­ 
rectly responsible to the people of 
the state and of the counties instead 
of to any party or intermediate 
group will be an important object 
of proposed changes, it was said 
by republicans yesterday # in criti­ 
cising the present election ‘system. 
The secretary of 
the 
election 
board now is elected by th© state 
senate as a partisan official, and 
he casts the deciding vote in the 
board that appoints the secretaries 
of the county boards. 
A new sys­ 
tem would make 
the 
secretary 
of the state election board, and 
would make the county clerk, elec­ 


ted by the people every two years,! 
secretary of the 
county 
election 
board. 
Abolition of registration except J 
for residents of cities of th© first 
class or of places larger than 2,000 
inhabitants 
was 
suggested 
as 
a 
probable change to be fought for 
by the republican house of repre­ 
sentatives. 
“Law To Be Bi-Partisan. ” 
“Registration is 
necessary 
in 
towns and cities, but in the country 
precincts the 
officials know 
vir­ 
tually every legal voter,” a repub­ 
lican 
leader 
said 
yesterday. 
“In 
country precincts, registration is an 
unnecessary restriction on voting. 
W ithout registration in the country, 
suspected illegal voters can be chal­ 
lenged and fraud can be prevented 
as readily as at present. In primary 
elections, un-registered voters can 
i be kept from voting outside of their 
own party by requiring them to 
make affidavit th at they will sup­ 
port the nominees of that party in 
th© general election.” 
It was admitted that the sugges­ 


tion of an affidavit to enforce party 
i^gularity 
in 
the 
primaries 
was 
impractical, because the vote is se­ 
cret and there is no way to force 
voters to cast their ballot for any I 
I anicular nominees. 
“We are hopeful that the change 
as proposed will be made because 
the new system will be fair,” a 
republican leader said. “It isn’t a 
republican election that we want but 
a bi-partisan law.”

The defeat of the six mill state levy for better schools 
in Oklahoma leaves the schools of the state where they 
have been since statehood. A lot of schools in the remote 
corners of the state will have to struggle on in the best 
way possible under the circumstances. There are not 
many ways for these schools to get away from the diffi­ 
culties that beset them, but there are two ways well 
worth investigating. One way is to form a union graded 
district—the other is to form a consolidated school dis­ 
trict. Both of these plans have been tried out in a suf­ 
ficient number of districts in various parts of the state 
to lift them out of the experiment state. They have been 
tried and found successful. Any district desiring to im­ 
prove its educational facilities will do well to investigate 
these two propositions.

IN CHICAGO PARK 


Mysterious Phone Call Tells 
of Two Bodies Being 
In Driveway. 


NINE-YEAR-OLD CHESS PRODIGY ARRIVES 
IN U. S. TO MEET ADULT EXPERTS HERE

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—Two young 
and pretty actresses lay dead today 
in the morgue while police search 
for clues to their mysterious death 
yesterday in Grant park, within a 
few feet of the sky scrapers lining 
Jackson boulevard.

Gas Is Plentiful 
—No Shivers in 
Ada This Winter 


The zero weather coming this way 
on the wings of Winter will hold 
no terror for the people of Ada. As 
the old north wind comes howling 
down from the icy regions of the 
aurora borealis, they will sit back 
in their easy chairs and roast their 
Feet by the warm glow of the ga* 
heaters. There will be no shortage 
of gas in Ada, according to a state­ 
ment by the gas company. 
So— 
ischabibble! 
On the coldest day of the present 
cold snap, the gas company’s meter 
registered 
a consumption of two 
and a half million cubic feet of 
gas. This includes that used by fac­ 
tories for fuel, as well as by homes 
for heating purposes. 
The amount 
available probably amounts to fifty 
million cubic feet a day, it is be­ 
lieved. 
The gas fields, which ap­ 
parently are inexhaustible, are lo­ 
cated about one and one-half miles 
from the city. 
An official of the gas company 
called 
attention 
this 
morning 
to 
the fact that when the temperature 
gets very low, it affects the gas 
jjressure, causing it to decrease. He 
did not know just what caused this, 
but was confident that with the 
great pressure from the |ocal field, 
there was no danger of any homes 
being cold from lack of gas. 
And so it is not hard to draw 
upon our imagination to visualize 
a picture of daddy sitting by the 
fire, toasting his toes and telling 
the kids all the wonderful things 
he used to do when he, too, was 
a kid. Neither will it be hard for 
daddy to draw upon his imagination 
as he spins the yarns in the glow of 
the gas heater.

16th amendment and has been suc­ 
cessively the 17tli. 18th and 19th 
and has been before every session of 
congress since its initial appearance. 
During the first thirty-five years 
after introduction into congress the 
amendment made 
practically 
no 
progress and until seven yeurs ago 
it had not been debated on the 
floor for thirty years. But the cam­ 
paign for the movement was slowly 
but steadily gaining ground in the 
states. 
The amendment reads: 
“ Article— , Section I. 
The right of 
citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state 
on account of sex." 
“Section 2. 
Congress shall have 
power, 
by appropriate legislation, 
to enforce the provisions of this 
article/* 
Miss Anthony, in 1872, made a 
test of the right of women to cast 
the ballot by going to the polls and 
voting. She was arrested and convict­ 
ed and though she refused to pay the 
fine she was never jailed. 
With th© passage of the amend­ 
ment by congress the suffrage forces 
turned attention to ratification by 
the necessary three-fourths of the 
states. More special sessions of state 
legislatures were called to act on 
th© 19th than on any other amend­ 
ment. 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan 
on June IO were the first states to 
ratify, quickly followed on June 16 
by New York, Kansas and Ohio. 
Other states ratified in the follow­ 
ing order: 
Pennsylvania, 
Massa­ 
chusetts, Texas, Iowa, Missouri, Ark­ 
ansas, Montana, 
Nebraska, 
Minne­ 
sota, New Hampshire. Utah, Cali­ 
fornia, Maine, North Dakota, South 
Dakota. 
Colorado. 
Rhode 
Island. 
Kentucky, Oregon, Indiana, Wyom­ 
ing, 
Nevada, New Jersey, 
Idaho, 
Arizona, New 
Mexico, 
Oklahoma, 
West Virginia, Washington, Tenn­ 
essee and Connecticut. 
Full suffrage is enjoyed today by 
the women of 21 foreign countries 
including the new states of Szecho- 
Slovakia and Poland and the ancient 
nations of England, Germany and the 
Scandinavian countries.

We cannot eradicate it all, but we 
can eradicate a great deal of it, 
and it is our duty to do so. We owe 
it to our young people to give them 
a chance to be strong in mind, in 
body and in soul. 
“Many of our young people hang 
around certain places in our city 
and often stay until late hours of 
the night.
